DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Artist Leif Hope and writer Ken Auletta were on 
the Hamptons Subway between Sag Harbor and 
Bridgehampton last Thursday along with Mets 
Pitcher Steven Matz of Setauket. Richard Dreyfus 
and Steven Spielberg were seen on the Subway 
carrying fishing gear heading for Montauk on 
Friday. Pulitzer Prize-winning cartoonist Jules 
Feiffer was seen with singer Beyoncé traveling 
from Westhampton to Quiogue on Saturday. 


ESCALATOR PROBLEM 

People gathered on the sidewalk in Srathampton 
at the entrance to the subway on Sunday about 
10 a.m. unable to negotiate the down escalator, 
which, by mistake, was going up alongside the 
up escalator. Down below, token booth operator 
Janet Smith called into headquarters to describe 
the scene. She said only a few people were on the 
platform waiting for trains and those there were 
young, well conditioned, determined to make 


their train and out of breath from winning the 
fight to battle their way down the up escalator. 
The escalator was fixed by 11 a.m. 


IRON FLOOD GATES TESTED 

Last Monday at noon, Commissioner Aspinall 
flipped a switch to “Close” in his Hampton 
Bays executive office and, with a hooga, hooga, 
hooga warning sound, the great iron doors, 
recently installed to keep the subway system 
safe from flooding, slowly slid out from their 
sleeves at the top of all the subway stairs 
and closed off the station entrances. This 
may have frightened some of the customers 
who were down on the platforms at the time 
since there was no way in or out, but the bright 
lights we’d installed on the platforms to turn 
on automatically when the doors closed gave 
them comfort. Also, we had the loudspeaker 
system playing Frank Sinatra records. With 
the doors closed, 
the sidewalks checked if the rubber seals on 
the doors were tight, found all working properly 
and so phoned into headquarters with a 
thumbs up. After 20 minutes, the Commissioner 
flipped the switch to “Open,” and with the 
hooga, hooga sound echoing through the system

again, the iron doors slowly slid back into their 
sleeves with a clang. Test successful. 


STATUE FOUND 

As everyone knows, the Hamptons Subway 
system was secretly constructed underground in 
1928 by Ivan Kratz, the builder of the Lexington 
Line of the New York Subway. The Hamptons 
was a quiet, peaceful place at that time and he 
hoped no one would realize that the enormous 
amount of building material he buried here was 
the excess “overrun” of materials the city had 
paid him to build Lexington Avenue. It was never 
found and Kratz died of old age unindicted, but 
then it was re-discovered in 2005 by workmen 
digging up a superfund site in Sag Harbor. 
Hamptons Subway was then cleaned and, as is, 
opened to an eager public. 

Now, it -turns out, another Manhattan 
mystery has’ been solved here at the 
Hamptons Subway. Opening a long sealed- 
up storeroom on the wall of the darkened 
subway tunnel between Water Mill and 
Bridgehampton, workmen have found a 
22-foot tall bronze statue of the Greek god 
Mercury lying on its side. This statue was 
supposed to have been atop the Empire State 
Building, then being built. When it was needed, 
it was discovered stolen. So they finished the 
top of the Empire State Building with a needle.

MAKE FOOTBALL AMERICAN AGAIN 

A widely publicized exhibition match of a sport 
called Gaelic football drew large protests last 
weekend. Police were called to monitor the 
activities of the protestors and to make sure 
things didn’t get out of hand. The match, which 
took place at a local high school, was the first 
of its kind in the area, and there seemed to be 
some confusion among the protestors as to 
what precisely Gaelic football was. But as far as 
they were concerned, whatever Gaelic football 
was, they were against it. “This is political 
correctness taken to the extreme,” said one 
protestor who asked to remain anonymous. 


“If they want to play Gaelic football, then 


they should go back to Tipperary. This is 
America—we play good old American football.”

Police 
investigated, and indeed found several people 
dressed in historical costume—one man was 
dressed as the Marquis de Lafayette, another 
as Nikola Tesla, and there were a whole bunch 
who looked like characters out of the wild west. 
When questioned, it turned out these were all 
modern-day individuals engaged in cosplay and 
not, in fact, the results of government research 
into time travel. Police allowed the costumed 
individuals to continue their game. @&

| Seas been very happy with my Tahoe for 
a whole lot of years, so I never went 
in to the Tesla showroom on Newtown Lane 
in East Hampton. I know that Tesla is the 
very latest in automobiles and I know it has 
many innovations that other new cars don’t. 
So finally, last week, | went in. The showroom 
used to be a small women’s boutique. My 
Tahoe, if allowed in there, would take up 
practically the whole space, with only a few 
feet on either side available for salesmen and 
mechanics and customers. 

There are no cars in the Tesla showroom, 
someone told me, although there is one out 
back, where the trash bins and store utility 
units are located. But you can’t look at the 
car. It has a cover over it. And you’re not even 
allowed to peek inside. 

I entered the store. Maybe there was a driving 
experience you could do with a front seat, a 
steering wheel and a wraparound TV screen 
like a kid’s video game. But there wasn’t that, 
either. There were big blown-up photographs 
of Teslas hanging on the walls all around. And 


there was a young, smiling woman named Katie. 

“Hi,” she said, holding out a graceful hand. 
“l!’m Katie. I can tell you all about Tesla,” she 
said. She handed me her card. It said she was a 
Customer Experience Specialist. 

“Where’s the Tesla?” I asked. 

She agreed there was one, and it was out 
back. I could walk down an alley to get to where 
it was, but I wouldn’t be allowed to lift the tarp. 
Not even a peek. 

“I thought this was a showroom,” I said. 

“The town has all these restrictions,” she 
said. “All these rules. We have a permit here to 
be an art gallery.” She gave a sweeping motion 
with her arm to the photos on the wall. “That’s 
about it. We can’t display the cars. And I’m not 
allowed to be a salesperson. But I can tell you 
about it.”

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“Stargazer” Patched, Deer Awareness, Moving Montauk & More

STARGAZER FIXED 
There comes a point when you are driving out 
to the Hamptons where everybody looks out 
the window and says “we’re almost there!!” It’s 
the big red “Stargazer” sculpture on Manorville 
Road, an almost 50-foot-high deer looking at 
the sky. 

In recent months, something has been wrong 
with “Stargazer.” There were pieces of it falling 
off, there was fabric ripped off. It appeared to 
be unattended. It was getting worse. 

Now, however, “Stargazer” is all fixed up. 
Considering this is not some public works in a 
park but a sculpture owned by its maker in a 
friendly farmer’s field, this is a good thing. It’s 
also a bad thing. 

The good thing is that this thing is repaired. 
The artist who designed “Stargazer,” Linda 
Scott, passed away two years ago at age 77. Her 
longtime partner David Morris, an engineer, 
carpenter and builder of her work, has pledged 
to keep it up. Last week, with some funding 
provided by Ben Black and Jarred Kessler—the 
founders of EasyKnock, an internet real estate 
company—and with a cherry-picker truck 
provided by Anthony Leo of Leo’s Electric, 
Morris spent a week working way up on the side 
of it and fixed it. 


But it is only a fix. The bad thing is that 
the construction is reaching the end of its 
life. And another bad thing is that, with it all 
repaired, you wouldn’t think that was the case. 
So what’s the problem? 

“I built Stargazer with a-wood framework, 
pressure treated plywood sheathing, synthetic 
stucco on mesh and special foam board to last 
10 years. It has lasted 25 years,” Morris told me. 


- “What I have now done are patches, Band-Aids. 


It needs to be fully rebuilt. Otherwise other 
parts will begin to tear and break. I can redesign 


it with greater strength to last 50 years. | will - 


need $100,000 to do that. And I will need help 
to do that.” 

Morris is putting together a GoFundMe 
campaign to raise the money. It will be a 
nonprofit as part of the Arete Living Arts 
Foundation and in the next week or two should 
be put up. If you are interested in helping out, 
you can write to stargazerfunding@gmail.com.

SMARTER DEER 
In my opinion, there has been a change in the 
behavior of the deer that are living amongst us 
here in the Hamptons. In the past, coming out 
of the woods, they sometimes would cross the 
highways and bang into cars or have cars bang 
into them, which was not good. In the past year 


or two, they seem to have evolved a bit. They 
see a car coming and they run the other way. 

Last week on Stephen Hand’s Path, a deer 
came out of the woods to cross the street, saw 
my car coming and stopped before stepping 
out into the road. I stopped too. We looked at 
each other for a moment, then he realized I was 
letting him cross, and so he did. Halfway across 
he gave me a little nod and smile. Now this is 
real progress. 

Where this goes, | do not know. 


MOVE THOSE BUILDINGS BACK 
Last week, the Massachusetts engineering firm 
of Dodson & Flinker presented a report that 
East Hampton Town paid them a reported 
$285,000 to produce on how the hamlets of 
Springs, Wainscott, Montauk and Montauk 
Harbor could evolve, given the rising waters 
of global warming. The most dramatic part of 
the report was for downtown Montauk. There 
is a road, South Emerson Street, that runs 
parallel to the beach from end to end. Sitting 
oceanfront between the road and the ocean 
are six businesses—five motel resorts and one 
nightspot—that are Ocean End, Ocean Surf, 
Montauk Blue, Royal Atlantic, Sloppy Tuna 
and Ocean Surf Club. The plan would call for all 
six of these businesses to be physically moved 


away. Some of them (Continued on next eed 
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would be moved to empty lots on the other side 
of South Emerson. Others would be “re-located” 
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to Essex Street, where there are other empty 
lots. There would be some sort of transfer 
rights swapped to make this happen. 

Replacing these oceanfront businesses will 
be a half-mile-long dune, “renaturalized” with 
vegetation, to serve as a barrier to rising seas 
and high tides during storms. 

The hamlet would truly be oceanfront, and 
from town you'd look out across the road to 
vegetation and then the underground seawall 
and then the beach and the ocean. 


TOWNSPEOPLE GETTING OLDER 
The new census report is out. It shows that 
when you compare 2000 to 2015, the average age 
of the population of East Hampton is older. (My 
Uncle Gus says of course it’s older. It’s 15 years 
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older.) The report also says there are fewer 
businesses serving year-round residents, and 
more businesses serving part-time residents, 
mostly wealthy summer people. The trend, — 
if you subtract one from the other, is a net” 
increase, which is likely to continue. The East 

End is thriving. 


SUMMER HOUSE 

The Bravo network knows a good thing when 
they see it. Their series Summer House, filmed © 
in Napeague last summer, was so well received 
by TV watchers around the country that Bravo 
decided to do it again this year. So they applied 
for a permit from East Hampton town to let 
them film in the same place they had rented last 
year—a big house in Napeague. 

On May 10, just two weeks before Memorial 
Day, the Town said no. Many locals were 
clearly against it, claiming the music was too 


-joud, the filming went on at all hours. The 


show looked like it was a nonstop party of 
sex, drugs and rock ’n’ roll (or hip hop) with 
very little respect for the neighborhood. And 
this was not an image of Montauk that the self- _ 
respecting fathers and mothers of that town 
wanted to project. Thre were ordinances the 
show producers had violated, according to the 
Town. They were nine unrelated single people 
in a rental—too many—they were operating a 
business in a residential zone, filming the show. 

So now, Bravo has chosen another 
neighborhood, one that is in the Town of 
Southampton, which is perhaps more liberal » 
than buttoned-up East Hampton. There, at 
1451 Deerfield Road, if this gets approved, 
they can cavort in eight bedrooms, eight 
and a half baths, a heated pool, hot tub, tennis — 
court, pool table, balcony, a three-car garage 
and an entertainment center all on a five-acre — 
property. At press time, filming was reportedlyset 
to begin June 21 and continue through September 
5, with 36 filming days, including 11 at night, 
attended by a crew and cast of 36 people. 
Interestingly, Summer House sounds and 
looks like a whole lot of fun, but in fact, as it loosely 
follows a script, I believe, it’s actually work. © 
One week ago, the Town of Southampton 
approved the application. 


UBER WINS 

Napoleon went off to conquer the world, and 
after losing the battle of Waterloo was banished 
to the island of Elba and then, after he escaped, 
to St. Helena. But that was then. Now, Uber 
founder Travis Kalanick—a man who some 
say has a Napoleon complex—went off to 
conquer the world, lost a few battles and is now 
suffering what I see as a 21st century version 
of banishment. They call it a temporary leave 
of absence. He’ll be away, reflecting on things. 
There is no timetable on how long it will last. 

Here in the Hamptons, he has achieved a 
victory because of a new state law allowing 
cars for hire by app under the supervision of 
the state. This will supersede all the different 
laws in all the different towns. So drivers will 
not have to abide by one set of rules in one— 
town and another set in another town. (It was 
laws in East Hampton that Uber couldn’t abide 
by, so, until now, the drivers could not pick up 
passengers there.) As a result, at press time, 
Uber is to begin serving East Hampton on June 
20—for the first time in three years. £&

One thing that was added was the ages nae from the mast of a vessel 
used by Sir Thomas Lipton to race for the America’s Cup. Yes, Lipton of the. 


tea company. Thomas Lipton (1848-1931) was born in Glasgow, Scotland, 


_ but spent several years in the United States learning American business 


ways. Then he returned to Scotland to found his business empire, based on 
Lipton teas and a chain of grocery stores. He was crazy about yacht racing, 


~ being the most persistent challenger in the history of the America’s Cup. Very 


rich, Lipton was known as “‘the world’s most eligible bachelor.” But he never 
married, saying that no woman.ever could compare to his mother. (You can 
see where this is going.) In secret, Lipton had a thirty-year relationship with a 


male shop assistant.

Added later, too, was the wide porch curving around the house, an 
inviting space for whiling away a hot summer afternoon, especially in the 
days before air conditioning. A nephew of the original owners recalled 
sitting on the porch with his aunt and watching schools of porpoise 
dance through the bay. 


The house, which is 7000 square feet, has been updated thoughtfully 
and sensitively. It abounds with lovable nooks and crannies and built 

in window seats, including a round dining cabana. One notable feature 
is the current dining room, a copy of the classic German Weinstube or 
little wine bar, with carved wooden walls.

An old white gazebo is by the gunite pool: it was formerly used for 
relaxing by the old tennis court, now replaced with a modern court. 
There’s also a basketball court.

The romantic boathouse is possibly the most beguiling part of the estate, next 
to the 80-foot dock. It’s one of the newer additions to the place, replacing 
one destroyed by a hurricane in 1941. When the current owners bought 

the property, the lady of the house stripped the old tongue-and-groove 
beadboard walls back to the studs, painted the walls an incredible shade of 
blue, and furnished the building with shabby chic vintage furniture, adding 
shelves for souvenirs. 


The house stayed in the Weber family for nearly a hundred years, until it was 
purchased in 1981 by the Tarlow family. Ad legend Dick Tarlow chanced to 
sail by the property and was struck by its beauty. A few months later, the 
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house came on the market and he and his wife, Sandy Carlson Tarlow, who 
ran advertising for Ralph Lauren, purchased it. Today, it’s often visited by son 
Jordan Tarlow, a musician, and wife Martha Quinn (original MTV veejay), who 
live most of the time in Malibu, and their children. 


For Alturas, the days of Mr. Weber and guests arriving by steamer for the 
weekend may be over, but the estate still weaves a web of enchantment 
more than a century later. 


The property is for sale, represented by Beate Moore at Sotheby's. Asking 
price, which would be a record for Shelter Island, is $32 million.

Austin Handler says, “We had been planning to design our own furniture 
line for the past 7-8 years, and an opportunity to pitch our idea for a 
collection to Kravet presented itself about two years ago. Our inspiration 
was the Hamptons, both past and present. We pulled from classic furniture 
motifs that would have been seen in Hamptons estate homes in years 
past such as a Chinese Chippendale pattern, a square geometric grid, and 
X-style bench leg details. But we also looked to the present and created 
comfortable furniture pieces with clean, transitional lines.” 


Mabley Handler have paired the simple, natural finishes with urbane 
designs for a unique twist. For example, Chinese Chippendale-style 
woodwork teamed with cerused oak or grasscloth, or an X-leg table (a 
design that reaches back to Classical Rome) in a quartersawn oak. The 
Bridge Lane cocktail table, also oak, features practical metal corner 
brackets: in brass, the look is reminiscent of classical campaign furniture.

smooth, transitional style, including a metal disc embellishment and metal 
stretcher in either satin silver or brushed brass.” 


The upholstered Chippendale pattern is unusual in that it’s cut out to allow 
the upholstered back of the seat cushion to show. Comments Austin, “We 
wanted to create some furniture pieces that could float in a large-scale 
Hamptons home and look beautiful from the front and the back.” This 
pattern is available in both a dining chair and a club chair. And each piece 
is available in a number of finishes and colors. For example, the Halsey 
Bar Cabinet can utilize a grasscloth wallpaper backing in the inset panel to 
create an interesting contrast from the wooden Chippendale design. With 
great storage, a pull out serving shelf, and a slide-out tray and drawer, it 
can serve as a floating bar in a large Hamptons home, or work just as well 
in a smaller house/apartment that doesn’t have space for a large bar. 


As you may have figured out by now, all the pieces are named after 
Hamptons locations, such as Hayground, Lily Pond, Meadow Lane and 
Flying Point. Says Austin, “The Flying Point pieces are named after our 
favorite local beach in Water Mill!” Local yet refined, the furniture reflects 
the best of the Hamptons.

For some, the objects and hardware that illuminate our homes and 
businesses are ubiquitous, even easy to pass over or ignore, but light is 
arguably the most important component of any interior space. Without 
it, atmosphere, mood and composition slip under a blanket of darkness— 
our eyes desperately trying to navigate a way forward instead of relishing 
the nuance and subtleties of a well-designed room. 


Southampton lighting designer Art Donovan is no stranger to this truth. 
He’s spent 27 years crafting innovative and beautiful lamps in harmony 
with the function and aesthetic of the light they produce. Donovan 
Design, his company with wife and partner Leslie Tarbell Donovan, is built 
on this talent for creating handcrafted custom lighting to suit any need, 
form or function. 


“We occupy a unique niche—we work now almost exclusively with 
architects and designers,” Donovan says. “We design lights from scratch.”

Because of his artistry and a deep understanding of how light 

works, including all the latest industry advancements, Donovan 

gives architects and decorators the freedom to execute their vision 
unimpeded by limitations to size, color, material or anything else that 
might stand in the way. “We don’t do lamps out of the box—that’s 
been our stock in trade for the last 17 years,” he says. 


Donovan found a career in lighting through a circuitous path that 
began in the 1980s working in package design and corporate identity 
under industrial designer Donald Deskey—the man who designed 
Radio City Music Hall. It was there Donovan fell in love with Art Deco 
and learned to appreciate design, but he would spend some years as 
an art director at New York advertising firms before he answered his 
true calling. 


“With each zigzag in my career I was able to apply what I learned 
from a previous industry,” Donovan says, noting how his fascination 
with lighting began shortly after leaving the ad business, and it took 
him right back to Deskey’s influence. 


“It started in 1990 with one lamp,” he explains. Over the next decade 
Donovan and his wife expanded the line, which grew to 130 different 
designs by 2000. “Leslie names them all,” Donovan points out, 
describing his wife as the president of Donovan Design, client liaison 
and, most importantly, his creative inspiration. “She’s completely 

my muse,” he adds without hesitation. “She’ll constantly surprise me 
with new visions and new directions,” Donovan continues, happily 
admitting that nothing would be possible without his wife.

Their combined talents have led Donovan Design to work with dozens 
of top-tier clients, including Tiffany & Co. in NYC, The Palms Hotel + Spa 
in Miami, Disney Cruise Lines, Four Seasons Resorts Villas in St. Thomas, 
and Bennetti Luxury Yachts in Italy, to name a few. He’s also created 
lighting for film and television productions, such as Saturday Night Live, 
The Sopranos, The DaVinci Code, End of Days and more. 


Custom lighting design remains at the core of his business, but 
Donovan’s name has become more and more associated with the 
steampunk design movement over the last decade. Steampunk became 
an obsession after Donovan came upon it during an online search for 
new design styles. This fanciful amalgamation of futuristic and Victorian 
aesthetics inspired him to create jaw-dropping sculptural lighting pieces 
in the style, but it didn’t end there. 


Donovan has since authored three books on the subject, worked as a 
consultant and talent director for History Channel’s Modern Marvels/ 
Weird Machines, and curated the world’s first major exhibition on 
steampunk art and design at the Museum of the History of Science at 
Oxford University in England. He’s now considered one of the world’s 
foremost steampunk experts. This is what happens when Donovan 
invests himself in something he loves. 


“My favorite job is designing and building a single lamp to my own 
liking and specifications,” he says. “It’s a sculptural project that 
includes some source of illumination.” 


Donovan's passion projects, like his steampunk designs, give birth to 
innovations he later applies to projects he does for others. “There’s 
always crossover to the practical,” he explains, acknowledging that 
steampunk can be seen all over popular culture and design, even if 
it’s not always labeled as such. Just as influential art is absorbed into 
mainstream visual vernacular, components from Donovan’s wildest 
creations are often contoured and modified to fit his customers’ more 
pragmatic designs. 


From concept to completion, Donovan does everything with his own 
hands. “I fabricate it entirely myself—truth be told, it’s the only 

way to get it done right,” the designer says, though he welcomes 
collaboration and does what’s required to bring a client’s vision 

to fruition. With each project, Donovan pulls away that blanket of 
darkness, enhancing and illuminating a space with lighting no one can 
ignore.

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The Retreat Works to Stop Domestic Violence

portion of ticket proceeds from Dan’s 

Corona MonTaco and Dan’s ClambakeMTK 
on July 7 and 8 at Gurney’s Montauk will 
benefit The Retreat in East Hampton, which 
provides safety, shelter and support for victims 
of domestic abuse and works to break the cycle 
of family violence. 

The Retreat was established in 1987 and 
offers a variety of programs, such as counseling, 
advocacy, a 24-hour bilingual hotline, 
prevention education, a’ Teen Leadership 
Program and a Fatherhood Initiative to help 
struggling fathers and reduce risk factors 
for domestic violence. The Retreat’s shelter, 
Stephanie House, provides domestic violence 
victims a safe place to stay. 

“The Retreat provides a full array of services 
to victims and the community,” says Loretta 
Davis, the organization’s executive director. 
“These services are important because 1 in 
3 women (and 1 in 4 men) here experience 
abuse by an intimate partner during their lives.” 

Davis says that no other organization on 
the East End commits its. core services to 
preventing and addressing domestic violence 
and promoting the wellness of children and 
adults who have survived or are fleeing abuse. 

The Retreat’s main hub is in East Hampton, 
but it has offices in Riverhead, Southampton 
and Hauppauge. The Retreat’s thrift store, The 
Retreat Boutique, is in Bridgehampton, and its 
revenue helps fund the organization. 

These funds ensure that The Retreat can 
offer all of its services free of charge. “Although 
domestic violence affects so many individuals, 
many of those who access our hotline, shelter, 
advocacy and counseling don’t have the 
resources or flexibility to seek help elsewhere,” 
Davis says. “Our services are free, and they are 
here. There’s no substitute.” 

The money raised for The Retreat from 
MonTaco and ClambakeMTK will go toward 
expanding the curriculum of The Retreat’s 
preventative education programs in schools, 
Davis says. The two main issues their in-school 
program will address are the “escalation of 
bullying and cyber-bullying, and teaching young 
people early how to identify healthy versus 
unhealthy relationship behavior, including 
controlling behavior in dating relationships,” 
Davis says. “As students learn about warning 
signs, boundaries, consent and plans-of-action 
and resources they can turn to when they 
experience or witness bullying or unhealthy 
relationship behavior, these students are more 
likely to remain safe and self-aware.” 


While continuing to provide its core services, 


The Retreat is in the process of increasing 
funding for three of its newer initiatives to 
expand its reach. The first is increasing the 
scope of its pro bono legal counsel program. 
“To meet clients’ needs,” Davis says, “we are 
seeking expanded partnerships with local law 
firms. Many individuals escaping violence 
require legal assistance with custody, divorce, 
protective measures and immigration issues— 
all of which affect their safety and ability 
to remain free from abuse. Representation in 
court is critical.” 

The Retreat also seeks to expand its counseling 
to children affected by domestic violence. 


“This year, we have expanded our evening 
hours in counseling so we can accommodate 
more kids after school hours,” Davis says. 
“This has resulted in an astounding increase— 
approximately tripling—in the number of youth 
we counsel. We would like to continue these 
extended hours if we can secure funding.” 

Finally, Davis says Take Charge!, The Retreat’s 
financial empowerment program, which was 
previously only open to shelter residents, is 
now open to non-residential clients to help 
them with budgeting, credit management and 
job seeking. 

What has made The Retreat successful for 
30 years, Davis says, is the East End community 
“that’s sincerely and deeply interested in 


fering: 


helping those in distress, at any given time. The 
Retreat was born from this community.” 

“It’s a beautiful moment when we make a 
difference in the lives of our survivors,” Davis 
says. “I love to see how our clients begin a new 
life with a new job and housing—a new life 
without violence. The donations from Dan’s 
Papers enable this to happen for more children 
and adults.” #&

Give a Kitten (or two) a Forever Hampton Home

@6 A home without a cat—a well-fed, well-petted and 
properly revered cat—may be a perfect home, 
perhaps, but how can it prove title?”—Mark Twain 

Summer is back in the Hamptons! But the roads and 
the beach aren’t the only things filling up. So are local 
animal shelters. The Southampton Animal Shelter 
Foundation (SASF) in Southampton in particular is 
chock-full of kittens—tiny, unsullied, playful, wide- 
eyed, string-chasing, life-loving kittens. We’re not 
talking five or six kittens here, folks. The shelter 
currently has about 30 kittens in house and about 
20 more being fostered by families across the East 
End. SASF is currently preparing to have up to 
100 kittens during kitten season, which Kate McEntee, 
Director of Adoptions at the shelter says “is the time 
of year when cats give birth, inundating shelters with 
litters of homeless kittens.” Kitten season starts in 
spring and peaks in late summer. 

This is where you come in. SASF is in need of 
dedicated foster homes for kittens. You see, the 
kittens can’t be formally adopted until they’ve been 
fixed and have received the appropriate shots. They 
can’t have that work done until they’re of a certain 
size—around two pounds, a weight they won’t reach 
for at least a month or so. 

Ideally, kittens would remain in their foster 
homes for about two weeks. At that point you could 
return the kittens to SASF and go home, good deed 
done. Or, more likely, you’ll have fallen head-over- 


heels in love and will want to adopt the 
little fur balls. You get priority. You’re 
friends also get priority, so if they fall in 
love with the kittens you’re fostering, they 
can adopt them! 

The first thing to know, according 
to McEntee: “Fostering is free! [SASF] 
provides everything you need for you 
to take care of your foster kittens.” That 
includes litter, food, blankets, cat carriers, 
etc. All you have to supply is a safe and 
friendly space, some good, old-fashioned 
tender loving care and maybe a belly 
rub or two. The kittens will also come 
equipped with a crate to be set up as their 
comfy home base. The knowledgeable and

dedicated staff at SASF will pair you with How can you not want to take some kittens home? 


the kitten-or kittens—that are right for 
your family. It’s okay if you already have animals at 
home. Just let SASF know about them. 

The only other thing you need to know is that you'll 
be living with kittens! How could you go wrong? 

Fostering has several benefits to everyone involved. 
For the kittens, they learn to be social with people, 
by getting them into a loving home with some of that 
aforementioned TLC. SASF and their tireless staff are 
allowed more time to focus on getting other animals 
at the shelter into their own forever homes. As the 
foster family, you get to play with kittens, itty, bitty 
baby kittens. Again, how could you go wrong? 

As a side note to kitten season, McEntee stresses 


the importance of SASF’s Advo-Cat program, a Trap 
Neuter Release program designed to help slow the 
growth of the Southampton feral cat population. “We 
need to spay/neuter outdoor feral cats,” she says, “to 
help prevent this overpopulation of kittens we see 
around this time.”

Get a Dose of The Lovin’ Spoonful on July 7

he Lovin’ Spoonful is coming back to Riverhead 

to play at the historic Suffolk Theater on July 7. 
In doing so, the group known for such tuneful chart- 
toppers as “Summer in the City,” “Do You Believe in 
Magic,” and “Daydream” is once again returning to 
the place it all began for them. 

When the definitive history of rock music on 
the East End of Long Island is written, The Lovin’ 
Spoonful will have an important place in it. Because, 
while the band eventually rose to prominence in the 
New York City folk scene of the mid-1960s, the real 
core of the band formed in Westhampton. That’s 
where bassist Steve Boone—a graduate of East 
Hampton High School—got together with drummer 
Joe Butler, who at the time was in the Air Force, 
stationed at Westhampton. The pair comprised the 
rhythm section for a popular East End dance band of 
the time called The Kingsmen. 

“Part of the swift success of The Lovin’ Spoonful 
was the readymade rhythm section,” says Steve 
Boone. “By the time we got together with John

Sebastian, Joe and |] had been playing together for 
three years—and we were very good together.” 
Once Butler and Boone joined forces with singer/ 
guitarist/songwriter John Sebastian and lead 
guitarist Zal Yanovsky, their readymade rhythm 
section was all set to power Sebastian’s catchy 
songs onto the charts with dizzying speed. How 
fast did the band hit? In the winter of ’65, the 
unknown Spoonful was holed up rehearsing at 
the old Bull’s Head Inn in Bridgehampton (now 
the Topping Rose House). By the summer of 
’65, their song “Do You Believe in Magic” had gone to 
#9 on the Hot 100. 

As they shot to fame, the band continued to 
frequent the East End. “For a while, John rented a 
large property in North Haven,” recalls Boone. “We 
used to like Sag Harbor as a placid alternative to 
East Hampton.” Sag Harborites still recall spotting 
Sebastian and fellow folk-rocker Mama Cass walking 
_ around the village. 

Meanwhile, the hits kept coming—including such 
gems as “Did You Ever Have to Make Up Your 
Mind?” and “Darling Be Home Soon”—but internal 
tensions and some unfortunate legal situations (i.e. 
- Boone and Yanovsky’s marijuana arrest) tore the 
band apart. Sebastian left to go solo in 1968, and was 
replaced by Jerry Yester, who had been the band’s 
uncredited keyboard player from their earliest days. 
The band’s activities slowed dramatically in the ’70s. 

In recent years, however, the group has 
experienced a renaissance. Butler, Boone and Yester 
head up a lineup that gets rave reviews everywhere 
they play. “The audience reactions are so positive, 
and Joe and Jerry’s vocals are stronger than they’ve 


ever been,” says Boone. That’s critical: many of The 
Spoonful’s beloved songs feature bright, appealing 
vocal harmonies, and it’s a treat to hear them live. 

The band’s annual Suffolk Theater show is 
one of the band’s favorites, according to Boone. 
It’s not just the hometown feel and the many 
longtime friends in the audience—it’s also the 
space itself. “Our favorite venues to work in are 
restored theaters [like Suffolk]. You have the 
architectural beauty, and they’re not too big, so the 
audience gets quality sound.” 

Coming back also gives Boone the chance to 


revisit some of his childhood haunts. Downtown 
Riverhead is where he and Butler bought their first 
electric guitars, at the Sears store. Boone sometimes 
tries to get out to East Hampton as well, but the 
traffic often forces him to turn around. On July 
7, though, the traffic will be headed the other way— 
to see The Lovin’ Spoonful at the Suffolk! @@.

woman and her young son, a mysterious but 
generous man whose intentions are unclear, 
a local business owner and teacher with a kind 
heart, and the wealthy vacationers who take 
over Southampton in the summer months—all 
are characters in Holly Peterson’s newest novel 
It Happens in the Hamptons, an easy read with 
many twists, deep-rooted histories and scandals. 
The characters are vibrant and believable, though 
sometimes stereotypical. With little clues along the 
way, Peterson takes the reader on a journey into 
Southampton, ending with a climax that is enthralling 
and almost unforeseeable. 
Though the novel starts out slow, with a brief 
introduction to each of the different characters who 
will be followed, it picks up gradually and becomes 


a read that is both easy to follow and entertaining. 
Katie Doyle, the principal character, is strong and 
warm, with a bit of naiveté. She is alone after her 
mother passes away, taking care of her young son, 
Huck. Katie then meets George, and decides to 
take a leap of faith and follow him from her West 
Coast town to Southampton for the summer. An 
outsider’s perspective of the daily Hamptons chaos 
is both humorous and captivating. Peterson does 
well introducing the environment Katie has found 
herself in with a blending of disapproval and awe 
that feels realistic and relatable. Although the way 
Peterson represents the wealthy through Kate’s eyes 
feels a bit stereotypical and judgmental, it serves 
well to create the divisive atmosphere necessary to 
keep the plot going. 

At the center of the plot, and Katie’s new life, are 
two men, George and Luke. George is a man from the 
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Buddy Guy

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city who spends his summers at the Southampton 
country club that is wrapped around his finger. He is 
both a gentleman and mysterious as he disappears 
and reappears often from Katie’s new life on the East 
Coast, which he has helped set up for her. George’s 
character is distant compared to the others in the 
novel, but it soon becomes clear that he is not only 
George but two other characters who are introduced 
early in the novel as well, two of whom are living very 
different lives from the man Katie knows. Peterson 
leaves little clues along the way hinting that George 
is not all that he appears to be but without revealing 
his true, full identity. Peterson’s use of George’s 
storyline leaves the reader wanting more as each 
character’s story merges, leading to the climax of the 
novel, with George at the center of the chaos.

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The character of Luke is engaging as he complicates 
Katie Doyle’s summer plans with his charisma and 
laid back demeanor. Acting as a counterpoint to 
George’s put-together, old money vibe, Luke owns a 
water sports camp with his womanizing friend Kona, 
and is smitten with Katie the moment he lays eyes 
on her. The two have chemistry that jumps off the 
page, and leaves the reader rooting for the pair who 
remain at arm’s length for most of the novel. Luke 
represents Katie’s comfort zone, a local teacher with 
a side business among the wealthy vacationers, who 
tend to make Katie feel uncomfortable and at times 
inferior. The love triangle that ensues between Katie, 
George and Luke becomes complicated further as 
the history between George and Luke is revealed, 
and Katie is forced to see the truth behind the facade 
of the man she traveled across the country for. 

In a read perfect for a summer day at the beach, 
Peterson creates a world in which an outsider 
is welcomed into the East Coast elite, but discovers 
that it isn’t as luxurious or awe inspiring as one 
might think. With scandals, sex and politics polluting 
the dichotomous community of Southampton, 
there is both the suspense of a mystery novel 
and the calming comfort of a romance. Much like 
Southampton itself, this novel is not all that it 
appears to be: It is so much more.

Trish McEvoy Makes Up a Confident Woman

f you are a makeup enthusiast, you know the 

name Trish McEvoy. Southampton’s McEvoy, a 
renowned makeup artist, has been in the makeup 
industry since the seventies. Though the industry 
has changed, McEvoy has evolved with it and stuck 
around. In her recently published book, McEvoy is 
sharing her tricks of the trade with readers. 

In The Makeup of a Confident Woman, McEvoy 
uncovers the secret to confidence and finding 
“me-time.” The book has seven different sections, 
each approaching a different issue but working 
toward the goal of finding a makeup routine that 
works for each individual woman. 


The book begins with sections titled “The 


Confidence Cure” and “The Gift of 


mood and confidence for the better is advice women 
should take. 

McEvoy then gives advice on how to begin the 
process of overhauling your makeup routine and 
work on yourself from “the outside in.” This advice 
includes: taking a makeup-less selfie, learning the 
skin care basics and purchasing the right tools. 
McEvoy gives examples of makeup products to 
purchase. At this point the book begins to feel more 
like an advertisement for her products rather than 
a tutorial or self-help book. It also leaves women 
on a budget feeling overwhelmed and somewhat 
excluded from the process. The most helpful part of 
this section were suggestions for finding time, and 
helping women recognize what type of “morning 
style” she has. The self-reflection here is powerful 

and very helpful. 


Time.” McEvoy reflects on changes 
that have occurred in the industry 
over the years. One seems to stand 
out to McEvoy, as it becomes a 
central point of the text. The issue is 
that women don’t have enough time 
to spend on themselves. McEvoy 
draws on personal experiences, and 
a study she conducted, to conclude 
that if women gave themselves a few 
minutes every day to apply makeup, 
their lives would change for the 
better. The idea that just a few more 
minutes each day, set aside for self- 
indulgence, can change both your

Now, we get to the makeup. In the 
next section, “Discover Your Beauty 
I.D.,” McEvoy describes three levels 
women typically fall within, level 1 
being the lightest makeup and level 3, 
the heaviest. Your Beauty I.D. helps 
you in the following section when 
viewing the different tutorials for the 
different levels. 

The rest of the book is dedicated 
to brief tutorials that demonstrate 
the eight steps McEvoy views 
as key. A variety of skin tones, ages 
and beauty concerns are presented 
through pictures of different women 


demonstrating the steps. 
For someone who knows 
very little about makeup, 
these tutorials might not be 
enough for you to replicate 
the look you like. Words 
such as “apply liberally” 
and “stipple foundation” left 
this reviewer confused and 
with a face of much heavier 
makeup than she had intended 
for herself. 

Overall, McEvoy does give 
a lot of basic information 
to the reader regarding 
makeup and skin care. She 
also presents an issue that 
concerns many women—insufficient “me-time.” 
What’s missing is the detailed description on how 
to replicate the quick, easy and confidence boosting 
makeup routine in the time available. If you’re 
experienced in applying makeup, following the 
tutorials should be easy, but many readers might 
find this process difficult. 

The Makeup of a Confident Woman confronts 
issues women face on a daily basis, and gives 
insightful advice to the problems of lack of time and 
of confidence. For women looking for the motivation 
and inspiration to start putting themselves first, this 
book is a great read. However, it may help to have a 
more experienced makeup applier, or artist, at hand 
to demonstrate how to replicate the tutorials. g&.
